“T reached the surface after a time 
that seemed unending. There were 
dying men and women all about me, 
Wreckag’ and crying piteously. I saw 


wreckage everywhere. A great crate- 
like block 6f wood floated within my 
grasp and I grabbed it. However, I 
saw af overturned boat a short dis- 
tance away and swam to it. 
the-arm of.a man,.who grasped 
threw leg over the boat and rested 
on it. this raft—it wae really a 
collapsible boat that was called a 
raft—there already were lying more 
than twenty men, who seemed to be- 
long to the Titanic’s crew. Two men, 
one in the bow and another in the 
stern, propelied us through the 
wreckage with pieces of wood which | 
answered for oars. 

“Presently the raft, became sd full 
that it seemed she would sink if more 
came abaard and the crew, for self- 
preservation, had te refuse to permit 
others to climb aboard. 

“*Hold onto what you have, old 
boy,’ we shouted to each man, who 
tried to get aboard. ‘One more of 
you aboard would sink us all.’ 
many whom we answered, as 
they went to their death: ‘Good luck

SERIOUSLY CRIPPLED. 

LAREDO (Tex.) April 19.—-[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] A score of locomo- 
tives ditched or care disabled and 
burned and equipment generally put 
out of commissian, and at least one 
life lost and half a hundred other 
employees injured, has been the re- 
sult of only two days’ operations with 


‘Mexican laborers on the National 
Mines, which are owned by the go. ern- 


ment. 

The displacing of the. American 
engineers and conductors has already 
cost the Madere govermment dearly 
and as yet the rolling stock has pot 
reached a decadent stage. 

During the last twenty-four’ hours 
five engines were derailed and prac- 
tieally reduced to scrap iron in the 
yards at Nuevo Laredo. across the 
river from this city, through the in- 
experience and incompetent Mexican 
“engineers” placed in the cabs by 
Federal order when the Americans 
were ousted last Tesday evening. 

This morning a mixed train on the 
Mexican Northwestern road was 
wrecked twenty miles south of this 
city, bevause the engineer ran past a 
signal to stop and pulled his train 
onto a “derail” switch. The wreck- 
age caught fire and the mall clerk, 4 
Mexican, was burned to desth. Be- 
sides the destruction of the mail and 
exprees car, the two day coaches on 
the train were reduced to ashes. 
loss to the Wells Fargo Express Com- 
pany alone is estimated at $25,900, 

Because of reports of these wrecks 
reaching Mexico City and other parts 
of the republic, where Americans are 
living and planning to go away, few 
American passengers are arriving. 

The passenger traffic has been re- 
duced to nothing, and only 
laborers are seen aboard the few cars 
running. No one cares to risk his 
life on a train handied by crews 
which do not seem to know the first 
rudiments of rallroading.

EDIBLE REPTILES. 


BY MAJOR BEN C. TRUMAN, 


There are said to be forty odd 
species of what are generally termed 
turties or tortoises on the lands and 
in the seas of the world that furnish 
what may be called reptilian food; 
most of which are to some extent 
amphibian, although with few ex- 
ceptions they inhabit the water, as 
their bodies possess a specific grav- 
ity nearly equal to that of the waters 
in which they live. 

What is known as the green tur- 
tle, called by scholars a chelonian, 
grows to be a monster in Florida 
and Western Mexico seas. and is 
highly prized as a food reptile, es- 
pecially for soup, eggs and cutlets; 
there are six or seven distinct meats 
in a Florida green turtie, such as 
braing, sweet breads, liver. chicken, 
veal, and beef. These green turties 
are taken, as well as the Mexican and 
Lower California ones, when they go 
up into the soft sand to deposit their 
eges. which is always at night. They 
are not varnivorous, but sometimes 
feed on small crabs and fishes, and 
other little marine residents that get 
in their voracious way; but they pre- 
fer a vegetable diet. Some of these 
often weizh from 200 to $00 pounds. 

There is also a carnivorous mons- 
ter found in Florida and West Indies 
waters that has reached a weight of 
from 1200 to 1800 pounds; but these 
are never sent to market, as their 
flesh is oily and leathery, and other- 
wise offensive; sometimes the natives 
who capture them for their oils and 
scales eat their meat. It is a dan- 
gerous reptile, and fights and bites 
so severely as to inflict serious and 
painful injuries and often death- 
dealing and poisonous wounds. They 
are known as loggerheads in the 
West Indies. 

Then there are what are known as 
tortoise-shell turties, weighing from 
100 to 300 pounds in all of the above- 
named waters, that are taken for 
their shells, which are the tortoise 
shelis of commerce; and sometimes 
their meat is consideged palatable by 
the West India blacks and the Chi- 
nese fishermen of Western Mexico 
and Lower California. These rep- 
tiles are captured nights in marshes 
and creeks that border along the 
Gulf and Pacific Ocean, into which 
they craw! to lay their eggs. These 
tortoise-shell turties are vegetarians 
and eaters of bugs and other insects 
and sometimes make a meal off of 
muasels or emall wayward fish.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 17.—The 
first State Legisiature of Arizona to- 
day is half through its sixty-day ses- 
sion and it is a fact not denied by 
legislators themselves that mighty 
little has. been done thus far. Hard.- 
ly @ start has been made upon the 
enactment of about four-score of 
measures directed in the Coristitu- 
tion along the lines of popular govern- 
ment. Several hundred bilis have been 
unloaded and possibly half a dozen 
have been carried through. The Gov- 
ernor has vetoed one on constitutional 
Srounds and has been overruled, much 
to the distress of the advocates of the 
Constitution throughout the State. A 
bill permitting the city of Phoenix to 
buy a small sewer system was passed 
es An eMergency meagure and was al- 
lowed by the Governor to become a 
law without his signature. A few 
resolutions and memorials, mainly po- 
litical in character, and democratic 
at that. have gone through, and that 
is about the sum total of net results. 
Senator Worsley of Tucson and Sena- 
tor Wood of Phoenix have led as in- 
troducers, each with about twenty- 
Ove bills to his credit, or otherwise. 
Some of the members are getting a 
hit nervous over the lack of speed in 
Going things and are calling attention 
te the fact that about eighty bills 
must still be passed if the Constitu- 
tion’s mandates are to be carried out. 
It is known that Gov. Hunt is trv- 
ing to work along lines of economy 
and that he is strongly opposed to 
calling @ special session, but the pros- 


ture will sit until well along 
in the summer time, a prospect not 
particularly pleasing, 
local climatic conditions in Juna.

The progressives are angered over the 
violation of the apirit of the Consti- 
tution, in denying the people the rights 
of referendum, while the prohibitio». 
ists see in the passage of the measure 
merely a victory of the whisky trust 

The Kinney bill, providing that un-

| Arizona at least 75 per cent. of their 
ipremium collections within the State. 
| This bill is based upop a Texas statute, 

claimed by the old-time insurance 
companies to have driven from the 
| Lone Star State about 90 per cent. of 
| the insurance. corporations and to 
have reduced the State revenues from 
insurance sotirces about $45,000. It 
ie intimated that if the bill pass, all 
‘the old-time eastern companies will 
withdraw from Arizona. The local 
and California insurance companies 
seem to have no objection whatever 9 
the and refer to heavy invest- 
ments already made by them in this 
locality. 

For years the Arizona laws concern- 
ing the slaughtering of cattle have 
been drastic in the extreme and have 
resulted tn a monopoly ofthe 
slaughtering by butchers at central 
points, very much to the profit of the 
butchers. The law was pagsed, how- 
ever. at the request of the Live Stock 
Commission, which sought to prevent 
the killing of range stock by thieves. 
It is probable that the present session 
will pass a bill submitted by Repre- 
sentative Johnson of Maricopa county, 
amending the law in such manner 
that a farmer or stockgrower mav 
slaughter not more than five cattle tn 
one year and dispose of the meat at 
retail without paying a butcher's li- 
cense. 

CAPITAL REMOVAL “CLUB.” 

Representative Jacobs of Maricopa 
county has a bill fixing the taxation of 
mines upon a basis of 50 per cent. of 
the bullion output, instead of 25 per 
cent. as at present. This should be 
explained as meaning that the ordi- 
nary county end State tax is to be 
levied upon 60 per cent. of the gross 
value of the bullion produced, this 
percentage of the production to be 
considered as representing the full 
value of the mine for purposes of tax- 
ation. Thies bill will be fought most 
bitterly by all the large copper pro- 
ducers, who usually are supported in 
Arizona Legislatures by the Repre- 
sentatives from the mining counties. 
Partly because of this bill and partly 
because of a measure designed to 
change the agricultural section of the 
University of Arizona to the Salt River 
Valley, a “club” bill has been intro- 
duced for the removal of the State 
capital from Phoenix to Tucson. 

Prohibition is coming before the 
Legisiature in a petition from mer- 
chants of Tempe and Mesa asking an 
amendment of the present town se- 
gregation law, permitting a new local 
option vote in the places named. Such 
a measure would be bitterly fought 
by the prohibitionists, who show no 
disposition to ask for a general pro- 
hibition referendum vote at the pres- 
ent time.

For Tourists’ Delectation.

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The Crop Outlook in California. 
P TO the dawn of the first day of March, the 
interests of agriculturists of all classes in 
the State of California bore a very gloomy as- 
pect. There had fallen quite timely rains in the 
very early part of the rainy season, to be fol- 
lowed by an almost unprecedentedly long spell 
of drought accompanied by excessive cold for 
this portion of the country. When February 
was drawing to a close, the prospects for a crop 
of grass or grain were almost nothing, and the 
fate of all fruit crops was very much at stake. 
“And the next day it rained.” 

In one of the last days of March The Times in 
its daily issue printed a tabulated statement cov- 
ering the rainy season by months, for a period of 
thirty-seven years, or since the Weather Bureau 
had been established here. That table shows 
that March was among the months in which we 
might most confidently depend upon a pretty lib- 
eral supply of rain. The month had scarcel 
ever failed in this respect, and when it did fail it 
was almost universally in years of more or less 
abundant rainfall during the other months. In 
other words, when rain was greatly needed, 
March came to the relief of the California 
farmer. So it was this year. | 

Almost with the opening hours of the month 
the rain began to fall, and the record for the 
whole month would probably show more rainy 
days than any month in the whole thirty-seven 
years. If there were not actually more days of 
rain in the record for March, there were very 
few. that would exceed it. These March rains 
fell scattered all along the month, with very few 
hours of excessive precipitation. In this way 
nearly all the moisture went into the ground and 
stayed there. All through the month the tem- 
perature was comparatively low, under overcast 
skies. There was almost a total absence, too, of 
drying north winds, thus reversing the previous 
records of the .rainy season. The further rains 
that have come in April have added materially 
to the hopefulness of the outlook. 

The rainfall for the season is below that of last 
year, and much below the average for thirty- 
seven years. But it is by no means the lowest 
in the history of the section. Moreover, an inch 
of rain in March does more good than three 
inches in December, than four in November, and 
than any amount at an earlier date. In seasons 
somewhat similar in the past, with six inches of 
rain as a total record of the season, fairly good 
crops of grain were harvested, where the seed 
had been put into the ground in the proper way. 

As for the present season, as things are at this 
date all through the State of California, the pros- 
pects are good for a moderately abundant 
crop of cereals, for plenty of hay, while sugar 
beets, beans, and similar summer crops will be 
good. As for fruits of all kinds, there is no room 
to doubt that the crops will not be good. This 
includes grapes for all uses. The recent precipi- 
tation fell in the shape of snow very abundantly 
upon all the mountain ranges of the State, as- 
suring plenty of water for summer irrigation and 
for hydraulic mining. 

In a word, the gloomy outlook up to the first 
of March has been turned into a hopeful and sat- 
isfactory situation. 


Blest Indeed is the Southwest. 
E HAVE all heard of blessings in disguise. 
While events wear the disguise the bless- 
ings are undiscovered, but when the veil is re- 
moved how manifestly the blessings show. 

For generations the Southwest has been the 
subject of compassion because of its destitution 
as to abundant supplies of fuel. This particu- 
larly applied to fuel for wer purposes, on 
which manufacturing industries depend. 

At the present time we of the Southwest are 
called upon to express our commiseration for 
those communities and commonwealths where 
coal, the great power fuel, is abundant, and the 
pity is most needed where the supply is largest. 
sted population and its sus- 
pension of productive industries because of the 
terrible revolution existing there, has 
through scarcely less misery than Great Britain 

ly. The people there ve perished throu 
both cold and hunger in thousands. And all be- 
cause of its supply of coal. 

Germany and France have been going through 
a period of misery brought on through strikes 
n the coal industries only less intense than 
that in Great Britain. In our own Eastern 
States, where coal is most abundant, the peo- 
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even people of leisure, are on the anxious seat be- 
cause of the threatened strike of the coal miners. 

The Southwest escapes all anxiety and all mis- 
ery because there are no coal mines, and therefore 
no miners of the power fuel. Our supply of fuel 
at the present time is-more amply abundant than 
that of any other region of the earth, and is also 
the cheapest to obtain and to apply. A single 
man will produce more fuel oil in California than 
five, ten or twenty men will produce coal in Lan- 
cashire, England. With pipe lines to carry the 

oil by gravity to points of application there is no 
danger of a strike on the part of railroad em- 
ployees tying up our industries. 

But that is not the extent, nor half of it, of our 
blessing in this respect. Cheap as fuel oil is, and 
few as the employees who bring to the surface 
and apply it at the factory, electricity is cheaper, 
and requires fewer hours of human labor per 
horse power to produce and apply it than is the 
case even with crude oil. And the Southwest, al- 
though endowed less abundantly than other re- 
gions with copious streams of water, yet has 
enough of these from which to produce “juice” to 
turn all the wheels of industry in the region. If 
our streams are fewer and less magnificent in 
their flow, their descent toward the sea is greater, 

and so a thousand inches of water tumbling over 
- a cataract will produce more electricity than a 
| million inches in a sluggish stream. 

Our crude-oil industry is well developed and 
has worked wonders in the stimulation of indus- 
trial enterprises. The development of our elec- 
trical power is in its infancy, but it is going to 
grow like the greatest young Hercules ever 
known in industrial affairs. 

A Depth Below the Lowest Depth. 

HE phrase we have chosen for our headline, 
T if we mistake not, is an invention of Dante. 
The hell of the Christian scriptures is popularly 
known as “the bottomless pit.” Both phrases 
are hyperbolical and only comprehensible to the 
human mind in a figurative way. 

The doctrines of labor-union organizations 
have been diabolical enough as they have been 
taught by men like Samuel Gompers, Olaf 
Tveitmoe and the McNamara brothers. The 
activities by which these doctrines have been 
put into application have been an exceedingly 

grave menace not merely to the industries of 
the country, but to the very existence of our 
government, the highest representative and 

the stromgest bulwark of modern civilization 
that exists. 

It would have seemed a difficult thing to im- 
agine anything worse in the way of doctrinal 
theory or of practical application than those 
which have disturbed the peace and quietness of 
many communities, the progressive continuance 
of our industries, and the administration of gov- 
ernmental affairs. But the last few weeks have 
revealed indeed a depth below the lowest depth 

~ heretofore conceivable and a hell threatening to 
swallow up our civilization absolutely un- 
fathomable. 

Many of us probably have failed to take due 
cognizance of the conflict developed during re- 
cent weeks between two wings of those engaged 
in the fomenting of war between employer and 
employee, between capital and labor. All the 
same the conflict has been on and has been 
waged bitterly. The strike in the Lawrence 
textile mills was not of local origin, nor insti- 
gated by the unions in which many of the em- 
ployees there are enrolled as members, but by 
rank outsiders who had no personal interest in 
the matter. They were interlopers pure and 
simple, who came in there and disturbed the 
peaceful order of things, calling out the opera- 
tives and inciting them to deeds of violence 
amounting practically to civil war. 

The same things are going on in the lumber 


mills all up through the Northwest and into 
British Columbia. Again the same conditions 
\ L are seen right here at our own doors in San 
a Diego and Santa Ana. The fomenters of these 
troubles have of late been actively engaged in 
similar activities among the coal miners of sev- 
eral States. The leaders of the unions and 
these instigators of trouble are at daggers’ 


points. At Lawrence the leaders tried to hold 
the members of the unions together in order to 
resist the efforts of the other camp to call the 
strike. So at many other points. But the lead- 
ers of the unions failed, and their members fol- 
lowed the advice of the interlopers from out- 


side. 
This new force is known as the Independent 
° - Workers of the World, The organization is 


not new, but its activities have heretofore been 
confined to the Far West and to matters in 


which the members of this organization were 
really interested. It is new for them to leave 
their own homes and to take a hand in strifes 
to which personally they are not parties, and 
more than this, they go to extremes never 
thought of even by the radical leaders of the 
labor unions, and stand squarely and unfairly 
against all law and order, against all property 
rights, against all laws and governments, and 
are by their own proclamation absolute anarch- 
ists. 

William D. Haywood, of most unsavory repu- 
tation, sworn by that bloodstained fiend Harry 
Orchard to fiave been one of the ifistigators of 
the many crimes he confessed to have commit- 
ted, is the most conspicuous figure in the bale- 
ful light cast up by the riots in Lawrence, and 
now reported to be busy among the coal miners 
of Pennsylvania. This extreme man is the ad- 
vocate of the most violent measures ever heard 
of in the conflict between capital and labor, em- 
ployer and employee. “Confiscation!” he ex- 
claims. “That sounds good to me. That 
means stripping the capitalist of something.” 
“Coercion! I believe in coercion.” 

The “direct action” is the new phrase in this 
most advanced stage of the awful struggle on 
the part of these irresponsible would-be de- 
stroyers of modern civilization. It opposes all 
efforts at conciliation, sneers at arbitration, is 
contemptuous of all reference to law and order, 
froths at the mouth and gnashes its teeth at any 
plea for vested rights, of any reference to things 
as private property. It is violent, revolution- 
ary, anarchistic in every fiber of its makeup. 

It is full to overflowing of a bad courage, be- 
gotten of what we must regard as semi-insanity. 
It has brains in abundance of the most distorted 
and corrupted nature. It is comprehensive in 
its grasp, and will stop at nothing. Already it 
has formulated a campaign for a strike that is to 
leap over not merely State boundaries, but those 
of the nations and, obliterating all barriers of 
space, proposes to combine the workers of every 
class in every occupation in every nation of the 
civilized world, with the avowed purpose of con- 
fiscation, of coercion, of robbery, rapine, revolu- 
tion and the overthrow of everything that goes 
to the making of modern civilization. 

Have we become awake to the full signifi- 
cance of this new departure on the part of those 
who despise vested rights, who regard private 
property as pillage, and all laws and government 
as detrimental to the happiness and welfare of 
mankind? Those of us who have not become 
awake to these new conditions will, we fear be- 
fore long be awakened from any dream of secur- 
ity they may be enjoying. Unless they are 
halted in their enterprise these extremely vio- 
lent anarchists will make a noise that will awake 
the world, if not the dead. 

A YEAR from now the finishing touches will 
A be putting onto the Panama Canal. Some- 
time during the summer of 1913. the first ship 
will pass through the great cut. It.will prob- 
ably be about June, or barely fourteen months 
from now. 

At the present time the money spent on the 
canal amounts to somewhat less than $270,000,- 
000. This includes all expended for the pur- 
chase and construction of the canal to date. 
There came from the sale of bonds for this pur- 
pose something less than $140,000,000, and 
nearly $130,000,000 from the general fund of the 
treasury. Congress authorized a total bond is- 
sue for the canal amounting to a little over 
$375,000,000, of which there has been issued a 
little less than $135,000,000, leaving about $240,- 
000,090 authorized but not issued. 

At the present time it looks as if the total 
cost of the canal would fall far below the high- 
est estimates. The expenditures as given above 
show at the rate of about $35,000; a year. 
The current year may run a little over this aver- 
age. Assuming that the rate now going on will 
be continued during the coming fiscal year, the 
total cost of the cut, including purchase price 
and construction, will exceed considerably 
$300,000,000. But this will be a good deal be- 
low the $400,000,000 set as an estimate by 
some. ; 
Congress is now occupied (incidentally be- 
tween doing politics, which keeps that body 
very busy) with the discussion of the adminis- 
tration of the canal. This administration em- 
braces the government of the canal zone, the 
tolls to be levied for ships going through the 
cut, and the fortification of its approaches. As 
to the government of the canal zone, that is not 
a difficult matter to arrange. Perhaps the

N THE Great Southwest we “hold up Adam's pro 
| teesion. “The grand old gardener” is a patron 

saint of a great man of the people. Agriculture con- 
stituted the earliest development here and is still the 
most important. 

The citrusfruit crop of Southern California will soon 
amount to 60,000 carloads, and will be worth first and 
last, by the time the fruit reaches the consumer, 
$50,000,000. 

In the development of the day frulf growing still 
holds first place. There is in Los Angeles county the 
largest olive grove in the world, comprising 1500 acres. 
A movement is under way in Ventura county to estab- 
lish there the largest (by far the largest) lemon grove 
in the world, which will consist of more than 1700 acres 
planted solidly in lemon trees. 


The notable ts of the immediate time con- 
densed appear in the following paragraphs: 

The Pacific Electric Company Is taking its first steps 
toward the extending of its lines to San Bernardino, 
sixty miles from Los Angeles. The supplying of the 
“missing links” will cost many millions of dollars. 

The Los Angeles city government is moving actively 
in the work of connecting up the Owens River water 
supply with the city of Los Angeles. To do this will 
necessitate the construction of several immense reser- 


W. J. Stavelman proposes the construction of a great 
modern bath-house with a frontage of 200 feet by a 
depth of 100 feet on the Strand at Santa Monica. 

The Census Bureau at Washington informs us that 
the total wealth of California farm property amounts to 
$1,614,696,000, of which nearly 90 per cent. is land and 
buildings, nearly 8 per cent. livestock and a little over 
2 per cent, implements and material. 

From the United States in 1911 were exported 159.,- 
000,000 eggs. The opening months of 1912 witnessed 
the first exportation of eggs from the State of Califor- 
nia. There is room here for much dévelopment in this 
industry. 

Under the Roosevelt dam, Salt River, Ariz., there are 
now in cultivation about 150,000 acres. 

A new skyscraper is proposed for the southeast cor- 
ner of Broadway and Fifth street. It is to be of eight 
stories and to cost $400,000. — 

A Los Angeles real estate dealer has secured over a 
thousand acres of citrus-fruit land near Mentone for 
$176,000. The entire tract will be developed to citrus- 
fruit production, 

Nat Goodwin, the famous comedian, has just sold 
ninety acres planted to oranges and walnuts at Placen- 
tia, Orange county, for $126,000. The dealer in ancient 
chestnuts is reported to have made $40,000 in the deal. 

The citizens of Pasadena are trying to obtain permis- 

sion to build immense reservoirs in the forest reserves 
adjacent to the city, to impound water for municipal 
use. 
In this Tilustrated Weekly recently was printed an ap- 
preciative sketch of Hon. A. K. Smiley, creator of Can- 
yon Crest Park at Redlands. Mr. Smiley now comes 
forward, although almost a nonagenarian, with a well- 
considered plan to build on the Heights a tourist hotel 
to cost $260,000. 

The latest development in the oll fields is the sale of 
the Wellman Ol! Company's property for $1,000,000, 

R. H. Chariton, supervisor of the Angels Reserve in 
Southern California, is offering for sale timber esti- 
mated to run to 1,000,000,000 feet. 

An order has been executed by a Los Angeles archi- 
tect for plans for a twelve-story office buliding at the 
southwest corner of Ninth and Spring streets. The 
ground floor will be used for stores, and in the other 
stories will be 242 offices. 

During the month of March the imports of San Pedro 
Included 44,691,000 feet of lumber, 12,321,000 shingles, 
160,000 shakes, and 6,408,000 laths. 

At Riverside plans have been received for the new 
Federal building in that city, work on which is expected 
to begin soon. 

The Pacific Electric Rallway Company has placed or- 
Gere with eastern factories for new equipment to cost 
$2,000,000. 

The Los Angeles Investment Company has a matured 
plan for the erection of a thirteen-story building at the 
northwest corner of Ninth and Broadway. The bulld- 
ing. which is to cost $1,000,000, will contain a thoroughly 
modern theater and the rest be devoted to hotel pur- 


poses.

Where Bees Work All Winter. 

Although bees are apt to turn out on any sunshiny 
day, the bulk of their work is done by the first of No- 
vember and they have retired for their winter's sleep. 
The beekeeper must now put cushions into the tops of 
the hives, taking only what honey he is sure can 
be spared by the bees, and leave them for their hiber- 
nation. 

In Florida there is no such work to do, says a writer 
in’ Outing. The bees work all winter, and they have 
as good feed in February and March as they do in 
July. The orange orchards are alive with the honey 
gatherers, and their buzzings blend into almost a 
roar in March, for that is when the orange flowers are 
open; but it must be confessed that the honey has a 
tang something like the acidity of an orange, and it 
does not compare at all with that made from the bass- 
wood, 

Besides the orange there are successive flowerings 
of legumes of all sorta all the year, every one having 
& positive favor and very few of them giving to honey 
a familiar flavor. Yet Florida is a natural home of 
the bee, and honey in the Southern States will yet be- 
come as familiar a product as cane sugar. 

In the Mississippi Valley and elsewhere profes 
sional beekeepers carry their hives to the Bouth to 
meet the coming of the flowers early in the season, turn- 
ing around toward the north and carrying them to 
gather the later sweets from later flowering apples 
and berries. In this way, or by carrying them up and 
down mountainsides, the feeding spells on clover or 
basswood and other trees can be greatly lengthened.

busiest and noisiest place upon earth, I have had a 
chat with Col. George W. Goethals as to our mighty 
canal and its future. 

There is no man who can speak more intelligently 
and more authoritatively about the canal than Col. 
Goethals. He is the supreme manager of all things on 
the isthmus. His title is chairman of the canal com- 
mission and chief engineer, but he is far more than 
that. Under the powers granted him by the President, 
he is the dictator, the administrator, the executive and 
in short the ultimate authority to whom all others 
must bow. His iron fist may be clad in a glove of vel- 
vet and the thousands he rules may not appreciate its 
existence, but if they disobey it strikes and crushes 
the offender. 

Such authority has been found absolutely necessary 
to the canal construction. The lack of it was to a 
great extent the causes of the resignations of Chief 
Engineers Wallace and Stevens. It tied their arms and 
those of their subordinates with the governmental red 
tape of caprice and custom, and swathed this mighty 
industrial entity, the whole canal force, with hands 
stronger than those with which the Lilliputians bound 
the giant Gulliver. When Col. Goethals first came, he

Noted Men and Women of the Southwest. 


SUCCESSFUL NATIVE SONS. 


HERE is much in heredity, which determines 
T character and those successes in life which make 
the individual career. Then there are a grea‘ 
many “typical Americans” who were born in Londog 
or Dublin, in Berlin or Dresden. A “typical American” 
of this kind, born in London, was the late Willian: 
Lacy, a pioneer in Los Angeles in banking, oll develop- 
ment and various other ways. While the Civil War 
in America was at its height, this Londoner left the 
banks of the Thames and Bow Bells behind him and 
came to America, and settied in Marin county, where in 
due time there were born to bim and Mrs. Lacy two 
sons. The eldest was named after the father, William, 
being born September 22, 1865, and the second son, 
named Richard Henry was born August 14, 1866. They 
came mighty near being twins, and might well be taken 
for a pair at this moment in their mature manhood 
Their father made a mark in Los Angeles history, and 
the boys are making theirs, broad, distinct and deep. 
The Lacy boys might be almost claimed as natives of 
Los Angeles, as they came here long before they got 
into their teens, and w duly educated In the public 
schools of the city, as becomes typical Americans to 
the manner born. 
While the two boys were wrestling with the three R's 
in the public schools of Los Angeles, the father was or. 


clated himself with the late EB. F. Spence, another 
“typical American,” but. this one was born in London. 
derry, Ireland. They were both exceedingly good spect- 
mens of adopted American citizens, and left behind 
them a record for strict integrity, public spirit, success 
in business, and two broods of native sons of the Golden 
West, who are diligently following in the footsteps of 
their forebears in everything that is honorable and of 
good repute. The bank referred to above was known 
as the Commercial, but it was soon transformed 
the First National Bank of Los Angeles, now 
heaviest financial institution in the city. The old count 
ing-house was on Main street just south of Commercial 
Many years ago it was removed to the Wilcox building 
on Spring street, corner of Second, and is 
paring to move southward on the same street 
magnificent new building on the corner of Six 
William Lacy was a man of great enterprise and 
foresight. The development of petroleum in . 


failures had been made up in Pico Canyon by a com- 
pany headed by Hon. Charles E. Felton. William Lacy 
and William R. Rowland organized the Puente Oi! 
Company, an enterprise which separated Mr. Lacy from 
his banking activities, as it required his whole time. 


The development of oil involved the bullding of tanks 
and pipes, so the young Lacys organized a company 
called the Lacy & Ward Company to go into this busi- 
ness. The opportunities in the early eighties were 
comparatively restricted, but under wise management 
and a conservative policy the venture succeeded from 
the first. After a time the person named Ward with- 
drawing, Mesers. Lacy organized the Lacy Manufactur- 
ing Company, which exists at the present time, and has 
done most of the tank building for oil purposes, fur- 
nished vast amounts of piping for ofl and water uses, 
and :lso has erected oil refining plants at several 
points throughout the State. It has also engaged in a 
gener: 1 plate-steel business, but the tanks and pipe 
busine sg is the main line of the company. 

The Lacy Manufacturing Company, managed by the 
Messrs. Lacy, is a thoroughly typical Los Angeles in- 
dustr}. The plant covers an ample area down in the 
industrial section near the river, and where all the 
great railroad lines cross the stream. It employs at 
the present time from 200 to 250 hands in the various 
depart rents of the industry. The principal character- 
istic o this enterprise is the thoroughly amicable rela 
tions existing between the employers and employees. 
In th twenty years of its existence there has oc- 
curred }ut one important difference between these two 
forces which const'tute every industrial undertaking 
The trouble refered to as grave occurred in 1910, when, 
at th: dictation of rank outsiders, mostly San Fran- 
cisco trouble-breeders, there was a strike in all the 
metal industries of the city. Once or twice at other 
times there has been between the managers and the 
men |. little controversy on points not important, which 
by sympathetic action on both sides was quickly brough: 
to an end. 

Ir this typical Los Angeles industry there is no ques- 
tion raised by the employers as to any association on 
the part of their men with any organizations, religious, 
sociil, |}eneficiary or labor. The one question is ag to 
abil’'ty .nd diligence. In other words, the Lacy Manw- 
facturing Company is an “open shop” in the full ac- 
cep*anc? of the term. As in all such industrial enter- 
prises ia Los Angeles, there is always the best of mu- 
tual unterstanding between the co-ordinate forces that 


on the part of the employers. The practical result in 
this establishment, as in all similar ones, is that the 
men enjoy not only steady employment, with no loss 
of time and wages through fruitless and destructive 
strives. nor are they obliged to contribute of their 
earrings to maintain in idleness men who mislead 
them to their undoing, or the supporting of idlers, for- 
eign om domestic, but also these men are paid generally 
as h'gh, in many instances higher scales of wages than 
are obtained elsewhere where this policy of mutual 
cons'deration and helpfulness is wanting. 

Sti’ om the sunny side of fifty, these two native 
sons, broad-shouldered, kindly hearted, experienced 
busin«ss men, have as their life-asset to date this great 
industrial establishment with its steady stream of re- 
mune ative business, and they look into the future 
years with clear-eyed confidence of coming success. 
They had the foresight to look into the years when 
they "egan as boys and see that the development of 
crude oll and water would open up a broad field of 
in supplying steel tanks and pipes to con- 
vey those useful fluids from the point of production to 
that ef application. Their early hopes have been 
abundently fulfilled, and now with the development of 
oll at » point which indicates its permanence for years 
to come, and with the cutting up of the big ranches into 
small farms, calling for the distributon of every miner's 
inch of water possible of development in the Great 
Southwest, the future certainly looks secure.

Uncle Sam has, the commission states, a gang of 
laborers at work regularly destroying books which it 
has cost him millions of dollars to print. Almost any 
day these workmen may be seen with axes chopping 
viciously into great stacks of leather and cloth-bound 
books such as would be an ornament to any library. 

Every few years the government finds itself the pos- 
sessor of vast quantities of printed matter stored in 
many basements as is grain in granaries. In the 
vaults under the Capitol it is no uncommon matter 
to find a thousand tons of worthless public documents 
which Congress finds itself unable to even give away. 
Yet these documents have cost millions of dollars in 
the printing, and those millions, according to Con- 
gress itself, are absolutely wasted. 

Every day through the Congressional season there is 
mailed from the Capitol and the House and Senate 
office buildings an average of twenty tons of printed 
matter. The men who mail it confess that the vast 
majority of it is intended to have no more effect than 
would a postal card which reminds the constituent that 
he is remembered. The cost to the Postoffice De- 
partment in sending this matter through the mail 
amounts to $3200 a day.

Economy for Cardinals. _ 

{Rome Correspondence New York Sun:] Several 
cardinals of the Curia who reside in Rome and receive 
a yearly salary of $4000 from the Holy See find it very 
hard to make both ends meet owing to the increased 
cost of living and rise in house rents. 

According to Vatican etiquette each cardinal living 
in Rome must have an apartment with at least four 
large rooms, namely an ante-chamber, a reception- 
room, a drawing-room and the so-called throne room, 
where a canopy is erected over the Pope's portrait and 
a gilt armchair is kept turned to the wall and is only 
to be used when the Pope pays a visit. Besides, cardi- 
nals must keep a two-horse carriage, as since 1870 
they have not been allowed to walk in the city. ° 

It is impossible to rent a suitable apartment for less 
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than $1200 a year and an equal sum has to be spent 
for the hire of the carriage with black horses. That 
leaves $1600 of a cardinal’s annual income to pay the 
salary of a secretary and the wages of a footman and 
a cook and to defray ordinary houfehold expenses. 
The cardinals of the Curia at present number twenty- 
eight, of whom only five are suburban bishops and 
consequently have separate incomes, and very likely 
their number will shortly be increased when the Pope 
at the next Consistory in May will create Mgr. Giustini 
a cardinal and offer an asylum in Rome to the Cardi- 
nal-Designate Mgr/ Bello, the exiled patriarch of Lis- 
bon. It is not to be expected that the Pope will in- 
crease the allowance given to the Curia cardinals, who 
are consequently compelled to economize. : 

Cardinal Falconio, whose long residence in America 
has served to render him very practical, suggested to 
his colleagues that if instead of a carriage they adopted 
an automobile they would save money. He proposed 
that the cardinals should buy automobiles on the in- 
stallment system and teach their footmen to run them; 
thus in a couple of years’ time they will be able to 
save the $1200 they now pay every year for the hire of 
their carriages. Several cardinals have decided to fol- 
low the suggestion of Cardinal Falconio.

Charge of Light Brigade. 
NEW LIGHT ON THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
' THAT LED TO IT. 


The Army and Navy Gazette publishes an interest- 
ing statement written by Lord Cardigan for Mrs. Nor _ 
ton, the well-known authoress, which throws an en- 


-| tirely new light on the circumstances which led up to 


the famous charge of the Light Brigade at Balaklava. 


“I rode slowly up the hill and met Gen. Scarlett. I 
said to him: ‘What do you think, general, of ——, 
after such an order being brought to®us which has de- 
stroyed the Light Brigade, the officer riding to the rear | 
and screaming like a woman?’ Sir John Scarlett re- 
plied: ‘Do not say any more, for I have ridden over 
body.’ 

“Lord Lucan was present at the conversation. I 
then rode to the place from which we had turned off 
and found all my brigade there, and upon having them 
counted found that there were 193 mounted men out of 
670. I immediately rode to Lord Raglan to make my 
report, who said in a very angry way: ‘What do you 
mean, sir, by attacking a battery in front contrary to 
all the usages of warfare and the custom of the serv- 
ice?’ 

“Upon which I said: ‘My lord, I hope you will not 
blame me, for I received my orders to attack from 
my superior in front of the troops,’ I then narrated 
what I had done as described above. 

“The charge of the Light Brigade only lasted twenty 
minutes. 

[Signed] | “CARDIGAN.” 

This is the first account there has ever been of a 
personal interview between Lord Lucan, commander 
of the cavalry division, and Lord Cardigan before the 
charge. It has hitherto been believed that Capt. No- 
lan, Lord Lucan’s A.D.C., came to Cardigan with the 
message: “The Light Brigade will advance.” Cardi- 
gan asked what was to be his objective, and Nolan, 
pointing with his sword to the Russian battery in front, 
said, in the presence of the troops: “My lord, there 
are your enemies.” Cardigan's soldierly pride was 
stung and he immediately ordered the brigade to charge 
“Into the valley of death.” 

Capt. Nolan, a hot-headed Irishman, seeing that a 
disastrous misunderstanding had occurred, rode across 
the front of the brigade and with gestures of his 
sword endeavored to divert them to their true objec- 
tive, which -was the right flank of the Russians. He 
was, however, instantaneously killed; but the stiffened 
muscles kept him on his horse, and he rode a dead 
man through the ranks of the brigade with his sword 
arm uplifted as Lord Cardigan describes. Lord Cardi- 
gan’s words that he rode “screaming like a woman,” 
however, seems to show that life, though not conscious- 
ness, remained for a season. 

The new version vindicates the memory of Nolan. It 
shows that the blame for the blunder rests on Lord 
Lucan himself. Nolan's share was confined to the at- 
tempt to direct the brigade on to its true objective.

Pronounced Muscles. 

Pronounced muscles are by no means an evidence 
of great strength.

Almost 
all doctors agree in the opinion that if an individual had 
never indulged himself in the use of tobacco, his ef- 
ficiency would be on a higher plane, unless he were the 
victim of some habit equally injurious. = 

The direct result of tobacco poisoning is an impairing 
of the nerve force, through over-stimulation; and with 
the deterioration of the nerve force, the nutritive func- 
tioning of the body is impaired, resulting in inadequate 
blood-making. The consequence of this is imperfect 
tissue building. The general tone of the system is low- 
ered, and the body is not in good condition. The heart 
and respiratory action are likely to be weakened, re- 
sulting in general physical and mental languor. 

“Oh, pshaw! Oh, poppycock!” replies one 
fiend. Certainly, Mr. Smoker; we knew this would _ 
be your comment. You have been carrying on a suc- 
cessful business, and have been an inveterate smoker 
all your life. All right. The break does not come sud.

How Much Sleep? 

A health writer says in an eastern paper: 

How much should we sleep? There is no law of 
nature to regulate the length of sleep required in or- 
dinary circumstances. But the popular saying seems to 
convey a wholesome truth with respect to this question. 
‘Six hours for a man, sevn for a woman, and eight for 
a fool.’ 

“Women as a rule are light sleepers. Sleep is not 
so necessary in advanced years as with young persons, 
because the old need only to repair the daily waste of 
tissue, whereas the young require, in addition, much 
energy for growth.” 

The remarkable restorative effects of a few minutes’ 
sleep in the daytime receive an interesting explanation. 

“As a rule,” says the doctor, “with healthy persons 
the intensity of sleep, and therefore its refreshing ef- 
fects, are greatest during the first hour of the night, 
and gradually diminish. 

“This may be taken as the explanation of the well- 
known fact that ‘forty winks’ after dinner, or after a 
period of stress, produce quite a noticeable recuperation 
of the powers, which is also the reason that some per- 
sons can do with much less sleep than others.”

There is nothing wrong with athletics, 
the kind that causes deep, full breathing, but mere 
muscular development of the chest should not be had 
at the expense or neglect of the lungs. Better, by far, 
to neglect the muscles, neglect one’s diet, neglect rules 
of hygiene than to neglect the drinking of large quanti- 
ties of fresh air daily, and always through the nostrils.

Pronounced Muscles. 

Pronounced muscles are by no means an evidence 
of great strength. Quality, not quantity, determines 
physical prowess. It is a widespread idea that great 
muscular development is indicative of strength, and 
that such development is necessary to health and en- 
durance. But this is far from being right. A man 
may be in the pink of condition—=strong, healthy, alert— 
with a muscular system trained and tried, and with 
those muscles so developed as to scarcely break the 
smooth contour of his limbs when in action. 


Blood Is Health. 

If the human organism were perfect and remained 
so, it would age, but never wear out, writes G. Eliot 
Flint, in the New York World. There would be no 
disease, and death would never overtake US except 
through the medium of personal violence. 

This perfection of organization is approximated, 
even attained, by many of us; but after persisting for a 
certain time the delicate balance of destruction and re- 
construction of tissue is lost by destruction slightly 
predominating, until finally, through steadily recessive

The trouble is not with conditions—it is with you. 
What are you doing that your hand should fall nerve- 
lessly from the wheel of opportunity, when it is with- 
in your grasp? Stop and think. You may be unwitting- 
ly poisoning your system by over-eating, under-exercis- 
ing, by certain habitual use (in moderation, of course!) 
of alcohol, or by an excessive use of tobacco. Is the use 
of tobacco really harmful? you ask naively. Almost 
all doctors agree in the opinion that if an individual had 
never indulged himself in the use of tobacco, his ef- 
ficiency would be on a higher plane, unless he were the 
victim of some habit equally injurious. 

The direct result of tobacco poisoning is an impairing 
of the nerve force, through over-stimulation; and with 
the deterioration of the nerve force, the nutritive func- 
tioning of the body is impaired, resulting in inadequate 
blood-making. The consequence of this is imperfect 
tissue building. The general tone of the system is low- 
ered, and the body is not in good condition. The heart 
and respiratory action are likely to be weakened, re- 
sulting in general physical and mental languor. 

“Oh, pshaw! Oh, poppycock!” replies one tobacco 
fiend. Certainly, Mr. Smoker; we knew this would 
be your comment. You have been carrying on a suc- 
cessful business, and have been an inveterate smoker 
all your life. All right. The break does not come sud. 
denly. No doubt you already have your first warnings 
in irritability and nervousness; soon you will tire 
easily, and lose weight. Your appetites are over-stim- 
ulated, leading you to indiscretions at the table, for 
which you afterward pay the penalty. And you are 
subject to spells of great depression. Your mind be- 
comes imperceptibly clouded. You think things are 
going as well as usual, when really the reins are slip- 
ping from your hands. Presently—pouff! And your 
rival has whisked it all out of your grasp. No, indeed’ 
There is no habit that cannot be broken. 


How Much Sleep? 

A health writer says in an eastern paper: 

How much should we sleep? There is no law of 
nature to regulate the length of sleep required in or- 
dinary circumstances. But the popular saying seems to 
convey a wholesome truth with respect to this question. 
‘Six hours for a man, sevn for a woman, and eight for 
a fool.’ 

“Women as a rule are light sleepers. Sleep is not 
so necessary in advanced years as with young persons, 
because the old need only to repair the daily waste of 
tissue, whereas the young require, in addition, much 
energy for growth.” 

The remarkable restorative effects of a few minutes’ 
sleep in the daytime receive an interesting explanation. 

“As a rule,” says the doctor, “with healthy persons

Man is the only animal that will eat when he is il). 
He ts led by appetite, not by hunger. The terms are 
not synonymous. Appetite is habit. Appetite is the 
gnawing sensation felt f the stomach—that sensation 
_takes place at such times as one has habituated himself 
to eat. Hunger, true hunger, is present whenever the 
mouth fairly waters at the mere mention, thought, sight 
odor of food. A hungry man is never a kicker—un- 
he is obliged to wait too long. He eats whatever 
is before him “asking no questions for conscience

You may eat wholesome food and right combinations 
and yet, not properly and sufficiently masticated, you 
cannot possibly escape the whole train of baneful in- 
fluences. 


Y PROPER mastication I do not mean Fietcheriz- 

——that is an extreme—and as Dr. Allen remarks: 

“Mr. Fletcher avoids by his system that part only of 

the vast waste of vitality due to complex elimination 

by having no waste to eliminate, but this is not physio 

logical, inasmuch as it does not exercise the intestines 
naturally.” 

Metchnikof in his well-known work on Longevity, 
while admitting that thorough mastication is benefi- 
cial as all standard works on physiology have taught 
for half a century, yet excessive mastication is injuri- 
ous, producing, he says, a disease common in Fletcher- 
ites. 

Nor do I believe that one should count the number 
of times that each mouthful of food should be masti- 
cated. It robs one of the pleasure of eating, besides 
different foods require more and some a less number 
of times; also I do not think one should be doing 
mental arithmetic problems at the table. 

Dr. Wiley, the food expert, says meat need not be 
masticated, but may be swallowed in chunks without 
any detriment. His reason is, that inasmuch as it is 
nitrogenous it does not need the alkaline reaction 
of the mouth to ald in the digestion. While this, in a 
measure, is true, it is not a safe or wise precedent 
to establish, for the reason that if one gets the habit 
of swallowing meat in chunks he will not discriminate 
between the nitrogenous and other foods, but will swal- 
low everything in chunks—a fault all too common as 
it is. 

How much better it would be when we are forming a 
habit that we form a good one. I would suggest that 
you get the habit of masticating everything thor- 
oughly (whether it needs it or not,) not letting it go 
until you have extracted from it every particle of 
taste ere swallowing; in fact, you should taste every- 
thing with your mind. Remember that the longer you 
keep food inthe mouth, the less time you will have 
to keep it in the stomach. We should also recognize

There 
are thousands of persons whose digestion seems to be 
perfect, but they remain thin and weak in spite of all 
they eat, because of malassimilation. In all such 
cases I would recommend more attention paid to mas- 
| Soatian, sufficient and proper exercise in the open 
air—such exercise as will compel deep breathing, and 
the drinking of eight or ten glasses of water daily. 

I no longer wonder that Americans, as a rule, are 
known as a race of dyspeptics. “How to eat” seems 
to be of so little importance as compared to “What to 
eat.” The result is that in the bolting of one’s food— 
to say nothing of other dietetic sins—we have a na- 
tional disease for which there is no better name than 
Americanitis. 

The food we eat makes blood and repairs fhe 
waste of the body. The blood distributep to the 
nerves, brain, muscles, and the millions of cells, the 
electric force which it takes up in the lungs. As the 
blood passes through the lungs the blood rids itself 
and the whole system of the impurities which it has 
collected. The blood starts from the heart a bright red 
to make a complete circuit of the bedy through the 
arteries and their tributaries and returns through the 
veins (venous biood) almost biack, laden with the im- 
purities from which it frees the system and it is 
again into the heart and sent to the lungs where it 
is again changed from black to red.

Are you dyspeptic? Then quit mincing. Don't be 
finical. Instead of chewing a dry crust and everiast- 
ingly giving yourself the suggestion that you “can't 
eat this” and you “can’t eat that,” just square yourself 
around and resolutely say: “Just show me anything 
of which I am fond, anything wholesome that I can’t 
eat!” 

Two prominent lawyers entered the famous Del- 
monico in New York City and one of them taking up 
the bill of fare said: “I do not see anything I can eat.” 
The other one said: “I do not see anything | can't 
eat.” The latter was happy and hungry; the former, 
unhappy and dyspeptic. 

If you fear dyspepsia, you will get it. You will get 
anything you fear. Remember the fate of poor 
old Job, who said: “That which I most did fear 
hath come upon. me.” Certainly. That is the com- 
mon experience of* the great human family. If you 
fear it do not. eat it; if you eat it do not fear it. Do 
not say: “I wonder if I should have eaten that.” No, 
you shouldn't if you begin to wonder, and when you be- 
gin to wonder you will know you shouldn't; for it 
will immediately manifest itself. Instead, say good-by 
to every morsel of food that passes your lips; say it, 
or act it as if you meant it—not as a Patti farewell, 
but with a settled conviction that you will never hear 
from it again. But you will never know how to eat 
until you have formed the habit of never allowing your 
stomach to get a particle of food that has not been 
passed upon by the censorship of the mouth.

It must not be thought that this fresh-air 
treatment is entirely new, for it is not, but years ago 
when some physicians advocated it they were thought 
fanatics by their colleagues. 

While the medical profession has been familiar for 
some time with the value of thorough ventilation in 
treating pneumonia, it has been hard to get the laity 
to understand this, and when a doctor opens the win- 
dows in a sick-room, as soon as he departs the fam- 
ly often will shut them for fear the patient will catch 


_jcold. Most diseases are accompanied by a fever, and 


in those that are not, according to a Jefferson college 
professor, the patient is more likely to “catch a fever” 
from the room being too close fhan “catch a cold” 
from ventilation. 


The cots of the patients 


weather the patients lie under the sky. Over the para- 
pets they see the tops of surrounding skyscrapers. 
Thermometers upon the walls have this winter often 
registered below zero, but the patients have been com- 
fortable and happy. 

In every case the patient is kept very warm in bed. 
Blankets are piled on, night caps are pulled down over 
the bead and ears, and only the nose, eyes and mouth 
of the patients are exposed to the cold. “Wold air for 
the lungs, and a warm body,” is the slogan of the new 
method. Upon the roof of the hospital ice, and oftes 
snow, but the patients are indifferent to it. The doe 
tors and nurses bundle up in sweaters and mittens 
when the wea@@er is severe, and thus watch over 
their charges. 

When a patient is to be examined the cot is wheeled 
into a warm room in the hospital, where the examina- 
tion may be made without fear of the patients catch- 
ing cold. 

Patients suffering from alcoholism are particularly 


susceptible to pneumonia, and these the cold-air treat- 
ment does not seem to benefit. In most cases alcoholics 
fall an easy prey to the disease.

She finds a place for 
him in the drawing and carving classes, and presently 
gives him the joy of his own box of pigments in the 
color class. And the child, given legitimate expres- 
sion of that which most interests him, suddenly 
awakens in all of his faculties, improving in his general 
studies. 

Sometimes she discovers that his delinquencies are 
caused by weak eyes, diseased tonsils or ears, when 
a call at the dispensary becomes necessary. 

She must see that neither the child-labor law nor 
the truant law is violated among her charges; and 
the “adjustments she brings about in the home make 
possible the adjustments in the school.” 

She is the mother, in a large sense, of all the young 
creatures who press upon her heart, and for whom she 
opens undreamed-of possibilities.

New Fence for Sing Sing Prison. 

[Albany Argus:] Superintendent Scott of the State 
prison department is experimenting with a new wire 
fence which is calculated to render escape fmm 
prison more difficult. The fence is formed of woven 
wire and is curved at the top so as to make climbing a 
rather difficult task. He plans to line the river bank 
at Sing Sing with the new fencing and prevent escape 
by this route which is so often selected by criminals 
with wayward tendencies. 

The escape of two prisoners from Sing Sing recently 
has been responsible for the adoption of the new wire 
fencing. In the summer time the Hudson River insures 
against escape, but with cold weather, the ice and a 
little fog the wayward ones are offered an opportu- 
nity and the temptation to try their luck at making a 
break for freedom. With the new fence in position, 
escape will be almost impossible. Col. Scott has not 
yet decided whether he will use the fencing around 
in other prisons of the State. With the exeption of 
Auburn prisons of this State are fenceless.

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A LABOR OF LOVE. 


N AMERICAN girl, young, attractive and of a 
A wealthy and prominent family, leading—quite un- 
supported and almost uncountenanced by any 
church or missionary society—a sweeping reform move 
ment among that most Orientally unprogressive of all 
the creat sects of the East, the Hindus of India! 
Doesn't that picture require a stretch of the tmagina- 
‘thon to conjure up in fancy? 

But it is what is actually happening, nevertheless. 
This little story, despite its Oriental origin, is no 
Arabian Nights fantasy, but merely a plain, unvar- 
nished account of the manner in which a resolute young 
California girl, with an abundant fund of good health. 
vitality and courage and a sublime measure of confi- 
dence in the reality of her call to take upon her own 
slender shoulders a labor that well might have given 
pause to the great Atlas himself, is leading and driving 
—mostly the latter at the present stage of the game—a 
large number of bright but unpractical Hindus in a move- 
ment that is destined to work untold benefit to a race 
of people more numerous than the combined population 
of America and England. 

The evils—even the atrocities—of the degraded Hin- 
duism of the present day are numerous, but the Indian 
government, in pursuance of its politically-wise bur 
often humanly neglectful policy of non-interference with 
native customs, has taken measures to eradicate onl) 
the most flagrant of them. The Thugs, a caste devoted 
to the gentle pastime of strangling in pure wantonnes* 
in the satisfaction of the gruesome dictates of their per- 
verted form of Hinduism, were stamped out by stern 
measures many years ago; and the practice of “sati” or 
the burning of widows, once universal among Hindus, 
has been almost as completely brought to an end. The 
Berriahs and other criminal tribes of robbers by caste 
are kept under close surveillance and are even, thanks 
to a number of remarkable Industrial colonies directed 
by the Salvation Army, in the way of apparent social re- 
form. 

An evil, however, worse in many ways than any of 
these, because affecting an infinitely larger number of 
people, that of child marriage, has been left practically 
alone by the Indian government. It is true that the 
age of consent has been raised to twelve years, with % 
heavy penalty attached for infraction; but so averse 
are the Hindus to giviving testimony against one an- 
other In matters of this kind, and so reluctant is the 
indian government to allow its agents to penetrate 
behind the closely drawn screen of the zenana—the gen- 
eral term for the woman's quarters—that the law is 
practically a dead letter. 

The cold, dispassionate pages of the last government 
census showed the following astounding figures regard- 
ing child marriage among the Hindus: 

Baby girls under 1 year of age, 10,507; girls under ‘ 
years of age, 258,760; girls from 5 to 9 years of age. 
2,201,404; girls from 10 to 14 years of age, 6,016,759. 

These are married to men of all ages. 

By law none of these child wives may take up family 
relations until she has cttained the age of 12; in 
practice this is consummated at any time the husband 
and the parents of the child come to an agreement. 
Outside of the unspeakable inhumanity of this custon. 
from a physical standpoint quite as great, if not a 
greater, wrong is wrought in the infliction of the hideous 
state of Hindu widowhood upon children who may never 
have seen their husbands nor realized the meaning of 
their marriage ties. Here are the government census 
figures regarding these children who, through no act o- 
volition of their own, are left in so pitiable a condition 
of neglect and semi-slavery that the banned custom 
of attaining quick surcease on a husband's funeral pyre 
might be deemed merciful in comparison. 

Young widows in India: 1 year of age, 859; 1 to 2 
years of age, 1039; 2 to 3, 1886; 3 to 4, 2783; 4 to 5, 8180; 
& to 10, 78,407; 10 to 15, 227,367. 

The foreign missionaries have made—and are still 
making—a brave fight against child marriage but, being 
Christians, no way is open to them save through the 
conversion of the Hindus to their own faith, which 
means that deliverance—through them—must wait on 
the glacial advance of Christianity. Unfortunately, 
Christianity, so far, may be said to have made prac- 
tically no headway save among the members of the 
very lowest castes—the sweepers, the water carriers and 
the scavengers—ignorant wretches, for the most part 
and, of course, quite without influence on the Hindus 
of all the higher castes. A few of the latter, it is true, 
have been converted to Christianity, but that acion has 
auomatically deprised them of their power and standing 
among their own people. 

With the Indian government—for political reasons— 
indifferent, and the foreign missionaries—for religious 
reasons—impotent, it was plain that if anything like 
immediate reform was to be accomplished it must come 
through the Hindus themselves, and this fact many of 
the more enlightened members of that sect have long 
been coming to realize. Child marriage, outside of its 
nameless inhumanities, is striking at the mental an¢ 
physical vigor of the race in bringing into the world « 
large number of children, feeble in mind and body, of 
immature mothers. The force of this latter condition 
quickened action, and in 1909, that distinguished scholar 
and philanthropist, the late Rail Bahadur Norendra Nath 
Sen, founded, in Calcutta, The Hindu Marriage Reform 


providing that all State, cous 


League, the five avowed objects of which were as fol 
lows: 

1. To raise the marriageable age of boys and girls, 
and to spread education among girls on a wider scale 
than at present. , 

2. To educate public opinion on the question of 
marriage reform by means of lectures, books, pamphlets.

found expedient. : 

3. To obtain a sufficient volume of Hindu public 
opinion to have the effect of modifying the system of

4. To minimize marriage expenses and dowries. 


5. To take steps generally for the extension and pro- 


motion of the above mentioned objects. 

Branch organizations were founded at a number of 
other points in India, each under distinguished patron- 
age and each numbering among its members all of the 
enlightened Hindus of its immediate section. There 
was a round of speech making, a rush of pamphiets, 
and—that was about the sum total of results. The Ben- 
gali and Madrass!i, quick and clever to conceive and 
organize—as the Indian government has good cause 
to know in the case of the former—are slow to take 
the initiative and prone to falter in action. High and 
clear minded as many of them are, they are woefully 
lacking in energy, resource and determination, those 
three prime sine qua nons of the true reformer. Tha 
movement faltered and bade fair to fail, _ 

About this time, a young California girl, then en- 
gaged tn social reform work in the slums of Los An- 
geles and vicinity, heard of the horrors incident to 
Hindu child marriage, interpreted the absorbing interest

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Gladiolus Experiences. 
THE RESULTS OF SEVERAL YEARS OF 
CAREFUL EXPERIMENTATION. 
OR several years the writer has carried on quite 
extensive experiments in crossing gladiolus, mak- 
ing over 3000 hand pollenations; that is, obtaining 
that number of lots of seeds. No chance pollenation 
has been allowed, all flowers being emasculated each 
morning before any of the pollen is free. In 1910 just 
365 of these crosses resulted in from one to six pods of 
seeds. A large proportion of the resulting bulblets 
(probably 90 per cent.) will flower this year. Last 
year 305 lots of seeds were obtained and these are now 
being planted and will not flower (except a very few) 
until mext year. The most careful records of these 
crosses aré kept, and copious notes on results, pecu- 
liarities, how the best crosses are obtained, etc., are 
kept each flower season, notes being jotted down daily. 
The best of the writers’ own stock has each year been 
used for this work, but many of the best well-known 
named gorts have been used for both seed and pollen 
; parents. For white, Blanche, White Lady, Aphrodite, 
+, and Elizabeth Kurtz were the main factors. In pink, 
American has been the chief reliance, though reddislt 
pinks have been used. In yellow, Kicndike, Marquis of 
Granby, primulinus, Canary Bird, Sulphur King, and as 
many more have been worked in. In scarlet or red the 
largest and finest is Duke of Richmond, though not the 
only one used. This year, through the generosity of

Fred H. Howard, the writer has Burbank’s crimson- 
flowered “Giganteus,” costing $3.50 a bulb. This sort 
will be given same culture as the others and is now 
growing among a score of other sorts, for comparison.

The yield of flowers has been heavy and the individfial | 


blossomed on the firat day of April, two weeks before 
the Watsonias growing beside it. None of the work 
here recorded has been done with a vieW to profit, nor 
a single bulb sold, though some “culls” have been given 
to city school gardens. This year there will bloom 
about 500 lots of crosses, ranging from one to fifty bulbs 
in each lot. These will range in color, in the following 
three classes from white through every intermediate 
shade, to golden yellow, to deep crimson, to purple. 
Gladiolus growers, plant breeders and other profession 
als of the “trade” each year show a grow'ng interest 
in these experiments and the writer believes he has 
new ones, of his own breeding, as good as any grown. 
though perhaps not so fine as is recorded in the fol- 
lowing clipping from an English newspaper: 

“Eight years of patient work in hybr‘'dizing gladioli 
have resulted in C. P. Aikemade, a Dutch bulb grower 
of Noordwijk, near Leyden, making a small fortune 
with a new and beautiful form. He has sold several 
single bulbs for sums varying up to £23, and has just 
disposed of two pounds of bulbs for £1666. The new 
gladiolus, called Glory of Noordwijk, is of a rare hue 
of soft, ight yellow, with twelve flowers on one stem, 
measuring from five to seven inches in diameter.” 

The Orange Trumpet Flower. 

OR some weeks the orange-colored trumpet vine has 

been in flower, compelling admiration from all who 
view it, for among a great variety of ornate flowering 
vines ‘t is one of the best. Of all the really good vines 
we grow and that flower during the tourist season none 
more appeals to our visitors than this grand South 
American climber. Of easy culture, fairly rapid in 
growth, it is a favorite with all.

Sawdust and Shavings for Muiches. 


OR several years the writer has been watching, and 
trying, experimenta with sawdust and shavings from 
planing mills used for mulches and material for “heel- 
ing-in” balled and bare-root plants. Word has come 
to us of a creek in Northern California where the shav- 
ings from a mill constantly falling in the water poisoned 
all the fishes therein. This ig quite believable, es- 
pecially if the volume of shavings was large, and that 
of the stream small and with a sluggish current. Some 
years ago an Alhambra orchardist wrote that shavings 
mulch had killed large orange trees; this ig unbelieve- 
able. This year the writer has mulched a thousand 
bare-root roses, five hundred being heeled-in in river- 
bed sand, the other half in fresh sawdust, mostly from 
pine lumber. After three months no difference in the 
two lots is noticeable and the observation is still going 
on. Edward H. Rust of South Pasadena was the first 
local nurseryman to make extensive use of shavings 
with nursery plants and each year he uses more. This 
year the writer has seen several lots of roses and other 
bare-root plants at his nursery, all unharmed by con- 
stant contact with sawdust and shavings for many 
weeks. | 

Much of the manure now obtainable in many sec- 
tions of Southern California contains sawdust or shav 
ings for bedding, especially this year, when the price 
of hay and straw is so high, and there is a widespread 
feeling among florists and gardeners that thia is harm- 
ful to plants, especially in greenhouses. The Maryland 
Agricultural Experiment Station has conducted a series 
of experiments wih'ch is published in Bulletin No. 158. 
Comparisons were made between (1) cow manure, with 
sawdust bedding: (2) cow manure, with straw or 
chopped corn-stalk bedding, and cow manure without 
bedding, this being from cows kept on a cement floor, 
without bedding. This was carried on for three years or.

That sawdust is not injurious to plant growth was evi- 
nt In all the crops during the three years and Ww a 
ajority of cases the number of blooms produced With 
such manure was larger than that with manure 
bedding.

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Red-Flowering Eucalypts on Streets. 

N SPITE of the fact that it is slow of growth and 

often ill-shapen, when it is of some size the red- 
flowering eucalypt (E. ficifolia) is a very satisfactory 
street tree and when in blossom commands more atten- 
tion than any tree in the local landscape. In a number 
of places In Southern California this tree makes a fine 
show when planted on streets. It is partial to rich soil 
and makes but a poor growth in sand. 

Club Root on Roses. feta 

ROSE grower writes that some roses in one of his 

houses have fallen off very much in yield of cut bios- 
soms, leaves turning yellow and a general appearance 
of “going to pieces.” On taking up a few he finds “club 
root” or “root galls,” and has been told they are caused 
by “microscopic bugs.” He wishes to know if they 
may be cured of the trouble, or will he have to pro- 
vide new bushes. 

This root gall is produced by nematodes, and these 
may be killed, without injury to the roses, by thor- 
oughly saturating the soil with al per cent. solution 
of formaldehyde. Keep temperature low and soil dry, 
but give a good watering twelve hours before dosing. 
If plants are very bad, it might be best to replace. 


RED-FLOWERING EUCALYPT. 


A Remedy for Pests. 


HIS spring may see a pest of cut worms, and it will 
be well to prepare to feed them, providing as wella 
food that will be fatal to other pests as well, as snails, 
slugs, wood lice or sow bugs, etc. 

To one peck of wheat bran add and thoroughly mix 
one tablespoonful of Paris green. Then add a quart 
of strong molasses. Mix well until all is of a like con- 
sistency and crumbles easily. Place this about among 
the plants, but remember it is fatal to 
and poultry and even our wild birds : 
If it is placed down in thick plants, these may escape, 
and for snails, slugs and sow bugs, put 


VEN during the hottest weather lawns do not need 
daily. waterings, or if the grass does show such need 
it ie the result of unwise treatment—overwatering. 
From the first of the season slight daily sprinkles are 
given which wet the soil but the top inch or two.

The English Walnut. 


ITS GROWTH AND PRESENT STATUS 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


By Lee Bernard M’Conville. 


[TH the buds once more beginning to appear on 
the walnut trees, and im consideration of the 
impetus the industry has received as a result 
of the planting of thousands of acres of young trees, 
renewed interest is felt in the walnut industry which 
has borne its share of the burden in making Califor- 
nia one of the richest agricultural States in the Union. 

Despite the many years walnuts have been grown in 
California, the people of the United States, and in fact, 
even the people of California, are but slightly ac- 
quainted with the real history of the Thdustry, the 
hardships it has endured, the obstacles it has over- 
come and the victories that have been its reward. 
How many know that of the 50,000,000 pounds of wal- 
nuts consumed in the United States, California supplies 
one-half of that amount, or 25,000,000 pounds, which 
is produced from an area of not more than 27,000 acres 
devoted to walnut growing in the four counties of 
Southern California—Ventura, Santa Barbara, Los An- 
geles and Orange? How many know that the walnut 
crop yiclds a gross return to the Southern Califo 
growers of something over $3,000,000, and that wainut 
land in this part of the State is valued at $10,000,0007 

The introduction of the English walnut, or to be ac- 
evrate, the Persian walnut, into America was made 
experimentally about a century ago by the Jesuit 
Fathers on the Pacific Coast. The variety first planted 
here was called the Mission or hard-shell variety. The 
commercial culture of the nut did not begin until 13860, 
and the first crop was harvested ten years afterward, 
when the trees came into full bearing. The advent 
of railroads into California about this time served as 
an cncouragement to the growers, so that it was not 
long before walnut growing became a recognized in- 
dustry. The hard-shell variety was planted exclusively 
for a number of years, but finally the Santa Barbara 
soft-shell was discovered and hailed as a more perfect 
variety, because the trees bear within eight years, in- 
stead of ten, as is the case with the old hard-shell. 
Through the first long twenty years of planting wal- 
nuts in Southern California, the industry remained in 
an experimental stage, and in spite of the undoubted 
commercial success it has proven itself in later years. 
The walnut growers, with the conservatism which 
characterizes then, are wont to say: “We are still 
in the experimental stage, and we mean to keep on 
learning interesting and profitable things about wal- 
nuts as long as we continue to grow them.” 

In the beginning, walnut orchards were generally 
planted along river bottoms, where the soil was of a 
fertile loam, and where water was easy of access. With 
the development of irrigation systems and the proper 
conservation of water, more and more land was made 
available for walnut culture, and the acreage consider- 
ably increased. 

It is interesting to note what improvements were 
made in the matter of production from year to year, 
because of the planting of new varieties. The crop of 
1885 was 625 tons, all of the hardshell or Mission va- 
riety; the crop of 1892 was 1250 tons, one-half being 
hard-shell, the other half soft-shell; the crop of 1903 
was 6340 tons, one-fifth hard-shell and four-fifths soft- 
shell; the crop of 1910 was 10,000 tons, there being 
practically no hardshell, abovt 100 tons of the finest 
budded nuts and the remainder soft-shell. In so many 
words and figures this, more than anything else, Il- 
lustrates the progress that has taken place within a 
few decades. The fact that the majority of the 8500 
acres of non-bearing orchards are of the budded variety 
is a proof of the tendency of the growers to progress 
in the light of discoveries they have gained from ex- 
perience. 

A consideration which reflects the greatest credit 
on the walnut growers of Southern California is the 
fact that through all the years of struggle and work 
in building up the industry they have striven deter- 
minedly against unequal competition from Italy and 
France and other countries of Europe, which have 
raised walnuts for centuries under conditions peculiar 
to those countries, making production there a matter 
of minimum cost. On the other hand, the California 
growers were contending with the trials and difficulties 
experienced in experimentation and were, besides, 
handicapped by a high wage scale and excessive ship- 
ping rates that made profitable production of the 
walnut nearly an impossibility. 

In Europe the walnut is produced at an astound- 
ingly low cost, due to a low wage scale, and is “laid 
down” in New York at prices far below those received 
for California nuts, because of the minimum ocean haul, 
as contrasted with the long and expensive transcon- 
tinental railroad haul. The fact stands, however, that 
only the low-grade foreign nuts, which constitute one- 
half the entire importation, are sold at prices less than 
those commanded by California nuts. When the best 
foreign nut, the French Grenoble, is bringing 15 cents 


per pound in the New York market, the best California 
budded is bringing only 16 cents. 

California walnuts are superior in quality to any 
imported; in fact, are the finest grown in the world, 
and the significance of this is that, come what may, 
in the fall or rise of the tariff, the decrease or increase 
of the wage scale, the California nut will always com- 
mand a wider market because of its quality. The 
cheap, low-grade foreign nuts sold in great quantities 
on the eastern market menace the Southern California 
walnut industry only where the consumer is in ignor- 
ance of the quality of the home-grown article. In 
order to combat this ignorance, the growers’ associa- 
tions in Southern California have carried on extensive 
campaigns of education for the benefit of the com 
sumer. 

The walnut growers, as, indeed, all the producers in 
California who have joined themselves together im 
associations for protective and progressive reasons, 
realize that the future success of the industry depends 
largely on intelligent marketing of the crop. They 
realize, moreover, that satisfactory marketing, in turn, 
rests on the amount of energy utilized in educating 
the consumer with a view to increasing the demand 
for the product. To do this the growers have to be 


fully capable of “making good” their advertising by 


maintaining the standard of excellence in production, 
by grading and shipment. There is no more important 
branch of the industry than the grading of the nuts 
in the packing-houses. To permit a mixed shipment 
or a poor shipment of California walnuts to go to the 
eastern jobbers would be a fatality difficult to atone 
for. Again, it is the careful, systematic grading of 
nuts that preserves fair prices and assures a profit 
to the producer. 

Another matter which the associations, claiming 
practically all the growers as members, pay particular 
attention to, is the education of the grower himself, 
so that he, profiting by. the combined experience of 
his fellow-growers, may avail himself of best methods 
and avoid the mistakes which experience has re 
vealed. 

Running the walnut industry has developed into a 
science, mastered by the associations. It is a two-fold 
science, the science of producing and the science of 
marketing. 

The continuation and further development of wal- 
nut culture in Southern California is dependent upon 
a variety of conditions. The perfection of irrigation 
systems and the wider distribution of water over 
hitherto unirrigated lands will do much toward in- 
creasing the walnut acreage. There are many fertile 
little interior valleys in Southern California, now cov- 
ered with chaparral, that some day will be turned into 
flourishing walnut groves. Although the walnut de- 
mands, for best results, a fertile loamy soi] it has 
been profitably grown on other soils. Intensive cul- 
ture if half the secret of success in growing walnuts. Cul- 
ture embraces two essential factors, careful cultivation 
and proper irrigation. From the commercial standpoint. 
the industry has two‘ dangers to contend with, which, 
however, are not threatening at present—the fluctua- 
tion of the protective tariff, and the fact that the wal- 
nut is to some extent a luxury and not a necessity. 
In regard to the former, all indications point to the 
maintenance of a reasonable tariff; as fo the latter, 
it is certain the walnut, by reason of its nutritive 
qualities, will come to be accepted strictly as a food 
and not as a luxury. 

To recapitulate, there is in Southern California an 
approximation of 35,000 acres of land devoted to the 
walnut industry. The producing belt is about 150 
miles in length and from five to twenty miles in width. 
Within the same territory is also located the citrus 
industry, which, with the walnut indvstry, constitutes, 
to a large extent, the intensive orchard development of 
the four counties—Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los An- 
geles and Orange. The recent planting of orchards in 
the interior valleys of Central California, and the 
addition of about 4000 acres of young trees in the San 
Gabriel Valley, in Southern California, has appreciably 
increased the acreage of bearing trees. ' 

All things considered, the future looms up brigh 
and encouraging for the energetic walnut growers, who 
eave edded much to the prosperity of Southern Calt-

yaw impression is general throughout California that 
there is no sheep farming in this State. That is to 
say, most people believe that the flocks embracing mil- 
lions of sheep are cared for on the range and are with- 
out a habitation until they are brought to the slaughter- 
house.

Quality in Hen Fruit. 
FACTORS GOVERNING IN THE STARRING 
AND GRADING OF EGGS. 


UALITY in eggs is not always a degree of fresh- 

ness, though that, naturally enough, is a leading 

and governing factor, and the one on which pro- 
ducers should place the most stress. But there are 
other economic and climatic reasons that enter into the 
problem, and which cannot be ignored. For instance, 
an egg laid at this season of the year is pretty apt to 
possess a quality superior to one laid next July or 
August, due partly to spring climatic conditions, and 
partly to the better physical conditions of the hens in 
the springtime. This makes the spring-laid egg de- 
sirable for cold storage, and since the price is also 
low, producers where organized, and dealers alike, put 
great quantities into refrigeration to be released 
when prices “go up” in the late summer months. 
Indeed, it may even be ‘questionable if the storaged 
product after being “candled out” and released in mid- 
summer will not average in quality with the general 
run of fresh ranch eggs produced in the warm days of 
summer, and often allowed to accumulate for several 
days before marketing. As a matter of fact the De- 
partment of Agriculture takes this position, averring 
that an April-laid egg put in storage within thirty-six 
hours after being laid, is the equal of the so-called. 
fresh ranch egg laid in August. To be sure, it will 


not poach or boil like a first-class real fresh egg, never- 
theless in quality it is to be preferred to the “fresh- 


own facilities on some cooperative plan. As a means 
to an end, they should storage only infertile eggs, which 
is easily accomplished by segregating the cocks from 
the hens. The germ in fertile hen fruit will start to 
germinate above 85 degrees within thirty-six hours 
after birth, but for want of sufficient heat soon suc- 
cumbs, which leads to deterioration at once. 


A Veteran Gone. 


To the older generation of breeders and fanciers 
throughout California, the death of O. J.: Albee, the 
veteran Langshan breeder of Lawrence (Santa Clara 
county) will come as a distinct surprise, for he was 
quite as well known by reputation in the Southwest 
as in the North. Of the pioneers in the poultry busi- 
ness he was probably the only one from the North who 
enjoyed the distinction of being an attendant at the 
first poultry show in Los Angeles in the old Hazard's 
Pavilion in 1889, and also an interested visitor to the 
last one in 1912, having also been an exhibitor and 
attendant to many given in the years between these 
two dates. His specialty was the Langshans—both 
the White and the Black. Of the former he was among 
the first to introduce the breed on this Coast as early 
as 1889-90. For some years it was quite a feature in 
the Asiatic classes, but of late it is bred but sparingly. 
Being in its inception a sport of the Blacks, by careful 
selection it -soon become established as a distinct 
variety, and to all intents and purposes was the equal 
of the Black in economic qualities. In spite of this, 
however, it never attained the popularity of its darker- 
colored companion. The few fanciers of a large white 
bird who are still handling it, claim for the variety 
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laid” ranch egg of August production that has at- 
tained several days’ age in hot summer weather. The 
bone of contention is to know that eggs at the time 
of cold storaging are not over thirty-six hours old, 
and that the August fresh-laid ranch egg at the time of 
its use is of that same age. We all know that as the 
market goes, neither contention can be verified. And 
this is possibly one of the reasons why eggs are candied 
and graded. No dealer under these conditions can be 
absolutely safe in the quality of his hen fruit without 
first testing it out and then grading according to its 
condition. Eggs are sometimes graded as follows: 

Extra—Weight 28 to 26 ounces per dozen, naturally 
and absolutely clean, fresh and sound, same color. 
This is a grade that is seldom used. 

Firsts—Weight 26 to 24 ounces per dozen, sound, 
fresh, and reasonably clean. 

Seconds—Shrunken, stale, washed, stained and dirty. 

Checks—Cracked, not leaking. 

Rots—Incubator, blood rings, dead germs, and de 
composed eggs. 

The conditions under which these several grades are 


Agrived at may be briefly summarized: 


Fresh—Opaque, appearing almost entirely free of any 
contents, sometimes dim outline of yolk visible, air 
cell very small. . 

Stale—Outline of yolk plainly visible, sometimes 
muddy in appearance, air cell very large. 

Developed Germ—Dark spot visible, from which ra- 
diate light-colored blood vessels. 

Dead Germ—Dark spot attached to shell, or red ring 
of blood visible. | 

Rotten—Muddy or very dark in appearance, yolk and 
white mixed, air cell large and sometimes movable. 

Cracked—White lines showing irregularly in shell. 

Obviously, many conditions enter into the problem 
of cold-storaging eggs at a season when the price is 
low, not the least of which is a dilatoriness on the 
part of producers to either get their product in the 
bands of the trade for cold storage before it shall ex- 


ceed thirty-six hours of age; or better still, put in their 


hardiness, good flesh, a clear skin, good laying qualli- 
ties, and that by reason of its close and hard feather- 
ing, it keeps cleaner than most white breeds. The 
genial companionship, the keen appreciation of fine 
birds, and the enthusiasm that characterized Mr. Al- 
bee’s efforts and individuality will all be sadly missed, 
now that he is gone. “Good night, sweet prince, may 
angels sing thee to thy rest.” 

The Commercial Phases of Table Poultry. 

The illustration this week gives a good idea of the 
important factor that poultry meat assumes in conjuhc- 
tion with the egg farms of Petaluma. It will be re- 
membered that 98 per cent. of the birds of that sec- 


The immense 
number of hens in that region, sald to be over a half a 
million head, of course involves in their breeding an 
equal number of males, dll of which but a very small 
per cent. are disposed of as broilers and fryers.
